Fighting Thirty-Six Hours. 


London, June 22—It appears from

•defended by a foreign garrison of from 
3,000 to 3,500 troops, mostly Russians, 
Several parts of the town occupied by 
"the natives had been fired, and fierce 
•continuous fighting had been in progress 
for at least thirty-six hours; 


The belief that Chinese are using big 


guns on the town makes the situation 
at Tien Tsin all the more serious.

All the English women at Tien-Tsin 


left there Saturday .by a train for 
Taku. Shanghai wires that they ha-d 
some exciting experiences and would 
Jiot have gotten through except for the 
assistance of the Chinese troops. The 
Boxers mad* several desperate at- 
tempts to attack the train. 


The admiralty has received the fol- 


lowing dispatch from Rear Admiral 
Bruce: 


"Taku, Tia Chefu, June 21.—No com- 


munication 
from the commander-in- 


chief in seven days or from Tien-Tsin 
in .five days. The allies hold the Taku 
lorts and Tong-K.u securely, and the.y 
•will advance to the relief of Tien-Tsin 
when in sufficient strength. 


"Troops are expected from Hong- 


kong to-morrow and 300 from Wei- 
Hai-Wei the following day. It is be- 
lieved that fighting is constantly pro- 
ceeding around Tien-Tsin,. Our garri- 
son there should be about 3,000 men.

Prince Tuaii is alleged 
to have sacked and burned the palace. 
The emperor is reported to have been

PEACE PROSPECTS 


IN THE PHILIPPINES 


OUTLOOK IS THAT FIGHTING IS 


NEARLY OVER. 


Filipinos Meet and Adopt Methods to 


Secure Peace—Gen. MacArthur Ac- 
cepts the Proposals—Meeting At- 
tended by Revolutionary Element 
Will Induce Aguitialdo to Submit. 


_ Manila. June 22—Two hundred Fili- 


pinos met yesterday morning in Manila 
to determinate honorable and decorous 
methods for securing peace. There- 
suits were submitted last evening to 
Gen. 
MacArthur, who accepted them. 


The leaders of the meeting will use 


their influence to induce Aguinaldo to 
accept the arrangements. If they are 
successful, as they hope to be, they be- 
lieve Aguinaldo will issue orders in con 
jurjctiou with the American authorities 
for the cessation of hostilities. 


ITirst Sleeting or the Kind 


The meeting -which was the 
first of 


the kind since the days of the Filipino 
congress, was composed of the distinctly 
revolutionary element, the •'Americanis- 
tas" being lacking. 


Thirty political prisoners were re- 


leased from jail in order to attend. Senor 
Paterno presided and Senor BuencBtni- 
no, the originator of the movement, 
Gen. Pio del'Pilar, GenT'-Garcia; Gen. 
Macabulos and other prominent revolu- 
tionists were present. 


It was pointed out that the question 


to be considered were military and civil, 
the military being concerned*with a CDS 
sation of hostilities and the. civil with 
the determination of the political status 
of the Filipinos. 
The immediate object 


of the meeting was to effect peace and 
subsequently tho leaders could consult 
with the civil commission as to political 
matters, 


Proposals Submitted 


It was evident that Senor Paterno 


was convinced that he could obtain 
Aguinaldo's sanction to a peace based 
upon the following seven clauses, which, 
after four hours were unanimously ac- 
cepted as compatible with an honorable' 
pence: 


1. Amnesty. 
2. The return by tlio A'moricaus to the Filipi- 


DOS of confiscated property. 


3. Employment for tbe revolutionary gen- 


erals in tbe navy and militiu wlion established. 


4. Tho application of the Filipino revenues 
to succor needy Filipino soldiers. 
C5. A guarantee to tlio Filipinos of tlio exer- 
cise of personal rights accorded to Americans 
by tbeir constitution. 


0. Establishment of civii governmont at Ma- 
nila nnd in tho provinces, 


7. 'Expuls'ou of tho friars. 
The statement of the severth condi- 


tion was vociferously acclaimed, the en- 
tire assembly shouting, "expel, expel.''

to begin his speech.

While he was standing 
there he 


caught Mrs. Roosevelt's eye, and he 
waved his hand at her. She returned 
the salutation with a nod and a smile. 


Pretty nearly everybody in the crowd 


saw the exchange of courtesies, and in a 
moment there were hundreds of glasses 
turned in the direction of Mrs. Roose- 
velt.

She was a much studied woman after 


that. Everybody wanted to get a look 
at the wife of the man who held the con- 
vention by the ears. 


The Governor's speech was by far the 


best of tbe short speeches delivered dur- 
ing the convention, and it was generally 
applauded and greatly complimented.

They were old friends nut! hatl uoci- 


deatally met at the Pioneer Pi-ess club 
after a separation, of more than n dec- 
ade. 
After the experiences of each 


had been recounted at some length one 
of them related the following story to 
11 coterie of newspaper men who were 
present: 


"It was back in the eighties that I 


held a desk as city editor on the staff 
of the Pottsville (Pa.) Democrat. I 
had been working pretty hard, and my 
health was failing, so one day the chief 
advised me to take a mouth or two off, 


•. go into the country and recr.ix>ratc. He 
further advised me that if I wished to 
take the vacation I would be placed on 
full pay on the condition that I write a 
letter each week which might bo of In- 
terest to patrons of The Democrat. 


"I had a friend located in a little 


town in Washington county who was 
engaged in the publication of a weekly 
paper, and I at once made up iny mind 
to go down ami pay him a visit. 


"I arrived nt my destination in good 


time and was effusively welcomed by 
my friend and '• his estimable young 
wife and made to feel at home imme- 
diately. 


"I lounged about the town, which 


had a population of about.,1,500 souls, 
aud struck up quite a largo acquaint- 
ance within a short time. 
" 


"One morning, after I had been there 


probably a week. I sauntered Into the 
office of my friend and found him in a 
dreadful stew. His local man had tak- 
en suddenly 111, and there was no one 
else who could take an assignment that 
had been mapped out for that day's 
work. 


"It seems that a man named Barren 


bad died at his home, about five miles 
from town, and, as his father had been 
a man of wealth and ho had gained 
considerable notoriety as a local char- 
acter, it was deemed a good idea to get. 
an extended obituary of the deceased 
Barren. The man owned property in 
the mountains of a township that had 
l>een named after his father and was 
somewhat difficxilt of access. 


"I was feeling well that morning 


and. thinking a trip iu the country 
•would dp mo good, offered myself as 
'Sub' on the occasion. 


"The offer was eagerly accepted, and 


within a short time I was en route in a 
buggy for the scene, which was des- 
tined to prove a lucky assignment, al- 
though I was not aware of the fact. 


"By making numerous detours and

ment of soldiers.' I drove up to the log 
cabin, which was built against the side 
of the mountain in the farthest corner 
.of the depression, and stopped. A half 
dozen dirty looking children wore play- 
ing abo.ut the doorway, and they all 
dropped their play the instant "they 
caught sight of me and ran inside the 
hut. 


"I walked leisurely to the door, which 


stood wide open, ami rapped. A sharp 
featured woman made her appearance 
after I had waited a few moments, aud 
I stated the purpose of my visit. 


"I was invited in, and a chair was 


pushed forward for my tise. 


"The woman disappeared through a 


low door at the rear of the lint, and I 
took the opportunity of making a few 
observations of my surroundings. The 
hut was furnished with a couple of 
beds, a rusty cook stove and a rickety 
old table, and everything denoted pov- 
erty. 


"The woman returned by the time I 


had taken a look around and was fol- 
lowed by a middle aged man with as 
villainous a countenance as you would 
care to see. He was a younger brother 
of the deceased, and he began to give 
me some facts regarding the life of the 
man whoso obituary I was to obtain. 


"While I was taking notes another 


man came In and when 1 was through 
with the task in hand took a look 
around the hut. As quickly as my eyes 
fell upon the third person it struck me 
that I had seen him somewhere. He 
was of rather nice appearance, had a 
sandy mustache and was well dressed. 
I had surely seen bini at some previous 
time and, with an object in view, in- 
quired if that was a son of the deceas- 
ed. I was gratified to know that his 
name was Ban-on also, for at that very 
moment it flashed upon me that I had 
seen him in police court in Pottsville 
only a few weeks before under, arrest 
for passing bogus money. 


"I began to make some inouirics of 


him. and lie told me that he was em- 
ployed in Pottsville and was at home 
for the funeral of his father and In- 
tended! going back.to his work the next 
day. 


"Having nothing else to detain me, I 


took leave of the people and started 
back to town. J drove slowly down tlie | 


road, and ouce I had an occasion to 
turn and look back at thu cabin. As I 
rtid so I saw tlio form of a man dodg- 
ing a'ony botwuc'D U:L- trees that skirt- 
oil {'.;<.> hillsido K!OI:S the road. My sus- 
picions WLTi; aroused at his straugc ac- 
tions, ami 1 kept my wruher eye in his 
ilh-L-cticn until I got s-nfoly out upon the 
highway, where 1 lo^t Fight of him. A 
brisk drive scon latult-ii me back at the 
office of my friend, who greatly praised 
my obituary. 


"I did his local work several days 


longer, anil whon his assistant had 
fully recovered from his illness I re- 
signed uad returned to Pottsville in 
much better spirits than \vueu I had 
left it a mouth before. 


"The next day 1 took np ir.y routine 


assignment, ami at The morning session 
of the police court what was my aston- 
ishment to soe in the prisoner's dock 
the very same young man whom I had 
met among the mount!) Ins. 


"I at once becair.c deeply iutorretL'd 


in his case. He was chargi'd with pass- 
Ing counterfeit coin, the same charge on 
which he wits arrested several months 
before. 
His honor concluded, in view 


of tlio serious charge and the fact that 
it was for the second offense, to hold 
him fur further investigation. 


"During the previous six mouths 


Pottsville had been tlorxled with bogus 
money, and tlie authorities had offered 
a'reward for the makers and. sliovers 
of the queer. 1'oiuiy Ban-on had been 
twice accused of passing the money, 
but each time bo told such a plausible 
story that the officials were loath to be- 
lieve him responsible for tlie whole 
matter. 
The situation was becoming 


alarming. 
Detectives bad been em- 


ployed, but they were as mticb .at sea 
as the local officers. As a last resort a 
reward of $1,000 was offered for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the offenders. 
When no results came of the work that 
was being done toward clearing up the 
matter and the bogus stuff continued to 
circulate, It was considered advisable 
to raise the reward, which was accord- 
ingly increased to .•?].,500. 


"This was the status of affairs on my 


return from my vacation. 


"I began to do a little detective work 


on my own account. ' The sum of S1.500' 
was a snug one, and I began to make 
deductions, with the prisoner, Barroii, 
as a starting point. 


"I looked back over tlie trail that 1 


had covered n few weeks before—the 
location of the Barron home in Wash- 
ington county, the situation of the oltl 
hut in the bowl shaped depression 
among the lefty mountains, the one 
room iu the hut with a rear door. What 
was behind the portals of that rear 
door? 


"Then my imagination came into 


play, and I thought what au excellent 
place for a counterfeiter's den could be 
under the mountain, with the hut as a 
shield.

"Well, to make a long Ptory' short, 1 


told the mayor of my suspicions, and 
asked for a detail of four men from tlio

tied up our rigs and started on foot for 
the lint. We wore not long iu reaching 
the place, and .a' vigorous rapping 
brought the sharp featured woman to 
the door.. She was rendered speechless 
with fright at the .sight of five stran- 
gers at the door. She was invited to 
come outside and keep quiet. Our ue::t 
point was tlie door at the rear. Wo 
cautiously pushed this opi-u, aud the 
sight that we encountered was one that 
I will never forget. 


"Six men and two or three boys were 


busily engaged about a sweltering fur- 
nace, with a full set of molds, each m 
his particular work. On the floor was a 
largo quantity of both gold and silver 
coins, of dollars and eagles, half eagles 
and d6uble eagles. 


"We captured the gnng without a 


struggle and also tool: charge of the 
outfit, which, by the way, was one of 
the most complete that ever was seen 
outside the United States mint. At the 
subsequent trial the entire gang, in- 
cluding young Barron, were given 
strong terms in the penitentiary. T re- 
ceived the.Sl.500 reward, which I made
